ROADS NOW SEEKING MEN 


Must Hav e Three Shifts o f Eig ht 


Ho urs 
Each 
at 


Statio n s 


There is lik ely to be a big d emand 
for railway telegraphers in the near 
fu tu re, 
Beginu ing with the first of 
March the law will compel railroad 
companies to employ three telegraph 
operators at each important station, 
where trains pass at d ifferent hou rs 
<day or night, the men to work in 
shifts of eight hoars 
9ach. 
As the penalty is a fine of one hu n­ 
d red d ollars a d ay for failu re to com­ 
ply with the law, companies are now 
mak ing ev ery ^effort to secu re men and 
as fast as they are fou nd they are bu t 
to work in ord er to hold them. 
Ex ­ 
tra men are alread y at work in many 
offices throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
This 
will mean better hou rs for the opera­ 
tors and less liability to accid ents, as 
, each man will hav e an opportu nity to 
secu re his rest and be prepared to d o 
his work while in possession of all his 
facu lties. 
The law may not materially effeot 
the Big Fou r, L. E. & W. or Pennsy l­ 
v ania offices here, as few 
traiLS ru n 
at night, bat the law will req u ire 
three shifts at the O., H. & D. 
The 
^ight hoar featu re is also attractiv e 
and the resu lt will d ou btless be that 
many more y ou ng men and women 
will learn telegraphy .

train stopped rather su d d enly bu t no 
one was inju red and no d amage was 
d one ex cept to the engine. 


The flnanc.iall flu rry cau sed by the

legitimate field s, will not affect the

Lik e the Chicago Tribu ne said y es­ 
terd ay it is not worthy of the name 
panic; it is merely a hy steria. 
Bank ­ 
ing cond itions 
are again assu ming 
normal cond itions in New York City , 
and this in tu rn oanses a feeling of 
easiness throu ghont the cou ntry . 
In 
many of the smaller cities—ev en the 
ad joining cities— placed a limit w ith­ 
d rawal of $5 and $10 on d epositors to 
prev ent a ru n. 
Some people are easily 
scared in money matters, and wou ld 
rather hav e their sav ings in the old 
coffee pot than in the safety v au lts at 
the bank s. 


The Ru shv ille 
bank s hav e 
more 
money oa d eposit tod ay than ev er in 
the history of the city . 
All the local 
officers 
pred icted 
financial matters 
wou ld again assu me 
normal cond i­ 
tions ev ery where within the nex t d ay 
or two.

New York . Oct. 30.—The enormou s 
influ ence 
which 
American 
prod u cts 
are ex erting in bu ild ing u p a cred it 
balance abroad has been the most sig­ 
nal d ev elopment of the financial sit­ 
u ation. 
Reports 
from 
all 
q u arters 
show that the great American staples 
—wheat, cotton, copper, tobacco, oil, 
meats—are on their way to Eu rope, 
this being the season of y ear when 
American 
prod u cts 
are 
mark eted 
abroad . 
The immed iate effect of these ship­ 
ments is to giv e the United States 
cred it abroad which speed ily will be 
conv erted into cash. These natu ral re­ 
sou rces of the cou ntry promise to ex ­ 
ert ev en greater influ ence than the 
sale of American secu rities abroad . 
The latter hav e to some ex tent su f­ 
fered d iscred it u nd er recent pressu re, 
bu t the intrinsic v alu e of American 
staples u sed abroad and their colossal 
aggregate at this period of the y ear, 
is bey ond the reach of financial d is­ 
tru st. 
The foreign sales of millions of 
American copper are su pplemented by 
reports of similar heav y ex ports, y es­ 
terd ay ’s shipments alone giv ing a for­ 
eign cred it of $14,000,000. 
The ship­ 
ments of tobacco to Eu rope this y ear 
promise to break all record s. Officials 
of the American Tobacco company es­ 
timate, with the ord ers on hand , that 
the y ear ex ports will ex ceed 50,000,000 
pou nd s 
of 
manu factu red 
tobacco, 
which is far in .ex cess of the amou nt 
ex ported last y ear. 
Eu rope will pay 
ov er $100,000,000 for this tobacco, and 
mu ch of this money will soon be av ail­ 
able In this mark et, as the contracts 
with the Eu ropean importers call for 
Immed iate pay ment on d eliv ery . Ship­ 
ments of tobacco to Eu rope will be 
heav y in Nov ember and December, ac­ 
cord ing to the officials of the Ameri­ 
can Tobacco company . 
Reports from 
the Sou th show the cotton crop mov ­ 
ing toward Eu rope, while the West is 
send ing grain and meat prod u cts in 
the same d irection. 
The fall ship­ 
ments of American prod u cts, chiefly 
agricu ltu ral, thu s come at an oppor­ 
tu ne time in giv ing the cou ntry large 
cred its abroad , mak ing it d ifficu lt for 
the foreign money mark ets to with­ 
hold gold , ev en by the most d rastic 
raising of their d isoou nt rates. 
Comparativ e 
calm 
reigns 
among 
New York bank ers. 
They all realize 
that the pressu re for money is not 
ov er, bu t they feel generally that u n­ 


reasoning panic is 
at an end and they 
will be able to meet all reasonable 
d emand s 
for 
cu rrency . 
These 
d e­ 
mand s are coming in in consid erable 
amou nt from the West and Sou th in 
ord er to obtain money to mov e the 
crops, and it is feared that the sec­ 
tions where the mov ement Is largest 
may be mere or less hampered in their 
efforts to obtain fu nd s. 
The general 
refu sal to pay cash for hoard ing, in 
the West and Sou th as well as in New 
York , it is believ ed will prev ent the 
u nd u e absorption of cu rrency and per­ 
mit the employ ment of what is av ail­ 
able in the most effectiv e 
manner. 
The large bank s of this city are gain­ 
ing d eposits from the bank s which 
hav e been u nd er su spicion, and this 
tend s in a measu re to concentrate 
money where it can be u sed most ef­ 
fectiv ely ; bu t on the other hand It cre­ 
ates d ebit balances at the clearing 
hou se against the bank s which are 
losing d eposits which are not alway s 
easy for them to meet withou t sharp­ 
ly cu rtailing their loans, ev en with the 
assistance of clearing hou se certifi­ 
cates. 
Ru ns u pon the bank s are practically 
ov er. 
Persons 
who 
present 
large 
check s and ask for their pay ment in 
cu rrency are inv ited to consu lt the 
bank officials. 
In cases where their 
need for cu rrency is ev id ently legiti­ 
mate, they u su ally receiv e it; in cases 
where it is sou ght for hoard ing they 
are u su ally conv inced that money is 
better off in the bank or that they 
shou ld accept certified check s for d e­ 
posit elsewhere. 
Asid e from the satisfactory local 
cond itions, reports from all points 
show a fav orable tend ency . 
In New 
England there is no sign of seriou s 
u nrest, and the recent d istu rbance in 
Rhod e Island is practically ov er. 
No 
failu re was record ed y esterd ay at any 
point 
throu ghou t 
the 
cou ntry . 
It 
shou ld be borne in mind in this con­ 
nection that there are ov er 12,500 
bank s in the United States, and that 
the nu mber of institu tions recently 
failed is of insignificant proportions 
as compared with this total. 
It is 
pointed ou t that the failu re of a minor 
bank is immed iately k nown from end 
to end of the cou ntry , whereas the 
pu blic ov erlook s the fact that some 
12,500 bank s are open for bu siness as 
u su al and that no one of the really 
Important bank ing Institu tions any ­ 
where has shown the slightest signs 
of u nsou nd ness. 


In speak ing of the concert company 
which fills the nex t nu mber of the 
lectu re [cou rse here Frid ay ev ening, 
the Lebanon Reporter, say s in pa r t: 
“ A representativ e au d ience of Leba­ 
non people filled the Method ist chnrch 
Frid ay night to hear the Sk ov gaard 
Concert company , the first nnmber in 
the Lebanon Entertainment 
cou rse. 
Sk ov gaard ’s v iolin play ing was a re­ 
v elation. 
Nothing lik e it was ev er 
heard in Lebanon. 
The d ifficu lt ex ­ 
ecu tion, the smoothness and the d elicate 
shad ing of ton# » , were so far abov e 
the ord inary work of v iolinists as to 
afford no comparison. 
His was the 
carefu l, accu rate, brilliant work of 
an artist in the tru est sense of that 
term. 
Whether rend ering the intri­ 
cate mov ements of a classic or coax ­ 
ing rich melod y from the instru ment 
in the rend ition of an old fav orite 
su ch as ‘Annie 
Lau rie,’ the master 
tou ch was alway s there %The au d ience 
last night gav e ample recognition to 
Sk ov gaard 's 
geniu s, 
ev ery nu mber 
bringing forth two or three encores. 
The other members of the concert 
company shared the 
honors of the 
ev ening with Sk ov gaard .” ,

The co unty 
clerk made a fo rmal applicatio n t o » 
the o fficials o f that institutio n fo r 
Ro binso n's admissio n. 


At the Main Street Christian chnrch, 
Tu esd ay ev ening, Rev . R. W. Abber­ 
ley preached , possibly the strongest 
sermon which he has d eliv ered d aring 
the rev iv al meeting« , resu lting in one 
ad d ition. 
For his sabejct 
he 
d is­ 
cu ssed the q u estion, “ What Mu st I 
d o to be Sav ed ?“ u sing in connection 
three d iagrams to illu strate his points 
The pastor at first spok e of the three 
specific places where this d irect q u es­ 
tion had been1 ask ed , althou gh 
he 
d eclared it was 
answered in many 
more places. 
He spok e of the Book of 
the Acts of the Apostles as the book 
of conv ersions and ad v ised his hearers 
to go to this book and find the way in 
which the people were conv erted in 
the Apostolic age. 
In d iscu ssing this q u estion, Rev , 
Abberley said in part: “ Notice care­ 
fu lly the form of this q u estion. 
Peo­ 
ple talk of ‘getting’ religion, bat it is 
not ‘what mast I get to he sav ed .1 
Some talk abou t ‘feeling’ ; it is not 
‘ what mu st I feel to be sav ed , bu t 
‘what mu st I d o to be sav ed ." 
It is 
not what mu st God d o; not what mu st 
Christ d o, nor what mu st the Holy 
Spirit d o. 
They hav e d one all that 
is to be d one on their part, bu t ‘What 
mu st I d o?’ 
We can not get a d irect 
rev elation from heav en concerning the 
answer. 
We mu st 
get it from the 
Scriptu res, 
“ There are three d ispensations in 
the Bible,“ said 
the speak er, “ the 
Patriarchal, from 
Ad am to Moses; 
the Jewish, from Moses to Christ, and 
the Christian d ispensation from Pen- 
ticost u ntil the present time. 
Und er 
which d o we liv e? Unto which will 
we go for an answer? Two of the d is­ 
pensations 
hav e past for ev er, and 
we mu st seek an answer in the present. 
There were three way s to be sav ed 
in the d ay s of Jesu s, which we can 
not hav e. 
By John.’g baptism, by the 
law of Moses, and by the d irect for­ 
giv eness by the word of the Sav ior, 
as in the case of the pentient thief. 
Tod ay we hav en’t the priv ilege of 
either of these way s, bu t when Jesu s 
d ied he left a will and testament and 
in it he left a prov ision 
He instru c­ 
ted his apostles how men might be 
sav ed and we hear Peter’s first answer 
on the d ay of Pentecost. 
“ The answer of Peter in Acts 2; 
38 ,“ said the speak er, “ was, ‘repent 
and be baptised ev ery one of y ou in 
the name of Jesu s Christ for the re­ 
mission of sins.' “ 
By a d iagram Rev . Abberley point­ 
ed ont eight cases of conv ersion in tbe 
Acts and showed that 
in one case 
repentance 
was mentioned ; in fou r 
cases faith 
was mentioned , and in 
all cas^s ont of the eight, baptism 
was req u ired . 
“ Not becau se baptism 
is more im portant,“ said he, “ bu t the 
answer was giv en in accord ance with 
what had alread y been d one. 
Some 
had repented and that was not re­ 
q u ired of them, many believ ed an 
faith was not then req u ired , bu t none 
had been baptized , hence that was re­ 
q u ired of all. “ 
The minister d id not leav e them 
here, bu t warned them that these 
things were as nothing u nless their 
life in the fu tu re was that of a Chris­ 
tian and was spent J n d ev otion to the 
cau se of Christ. 
Prof. Charlton sang an appropriate 
solo, entitled , “ Long Ago," which 
was enjoy ed by all. 
Tonight Rev , 
Abberley will preach a practical ser­ 
mon especially to the y ou ng men and 
women on “ Mak ing the Beet of Both 
World s.“

President Small Issues Fo rmal 


Statement to That Effect 


In New Yo rk. 


IN A CHAOTIC CONDITION 


Official H anks o f th e T elegraph ers 
Unio n H av e Been Shattered by 
Internal D issensio n. 


C hairm an o f th e S trik e C o m m ittee 
Issues Statem ent Supplem ental 
to P resident S m all’s. 


New York, Oct. 30.—S. J. Small, re­ 
cently deposed as president of the 
Commercial T eleg raphers’ u nion, who 
arriv ed in New York from the W est 
y esterday , and was refu sed permission 
to address the local branch of the u n­ 
ion at a m eeting in the afternoon, last 
nig ht sent ou t a statem ent to the pu b­ 
lic 
“calling 
off” 
the 
teleg raphers’ 
strike. 
After rev iewing his efforts to 
bring abou t a settlem ent of the trou ­ 
ble adv antag eou s to the strikers, and 
the action of the u nion in declaring 
his office v acant and electing a su c­ 
cessor, Small say s: 
“I feel it my du ty as the recog nized 
leader and leg ally elected president of 
the aforesaid org anization, to issu e 
this statem ent, declaring a chaotic 
condition to ex ist within ou r official 
ranks, and fu rther declaring the tel­ 
eg raphers’ strike—u nqu estionably the 
g reatest and cleanest-fou g ht battle of 
recent y ears—at an end, dating from 
W ednesday , October 30, 19 07 , and on 
the following term s, to-wit: 
“All strikers will be reinstated with­ 
ou t 
discrimination, 
ex cept 
those 
ag ainst whom seriou s charg es can be 
su bstantiated, the accu sed to hav e the 
priv ileg e of making defense in writing 
throu g h me, when their case will re­ 
ceiv e prom pt and carefu l considera­ 
tion. 
The 10 per cent increase g rant­ 
ed March 1, 19 07 , will be strictly ad­ 
hered to. Other m atters mentioned in 
the bill of g riev ances to be taken u p 
and considered u pon my retu rn to 
New York within ten day s, prov ided 
the strikers accept and act u pon these 
instru ctions.” 
Small 
declares 
he 
is 
willing 
to 
“await v indication at the nex t reg u lar 
conv ention to be held in Milwau kee 
nex t Ju ne.” 
Daniel L. Ru ssell, chairm an of the 
strike committee, has issu ed a state­ 
m ent to the effect that if the tele­ 
g raph companies were prepared to 
ag ree to reinstate all strikers ex cept 
those ag ainst whom seriou s charg es 
cou ld be prov ed; g u arantee that the 
increase of last March will be g iv en 
withou t discrimination; and promise 
to arbitrate all other m atters contain­ 
ed in the bill of g riev ances; the sig n­ 
ers of the statem ent were satisfied 
that they cou ld pledg e the committee 
to call off the strike within forty -eig ht 
hou rs.

The answ er of Mrs. H artje m akes 
denial of ev er writing any letters to 
Madine and denies that she commit­ 
ted perju ry at the last hearing .

tribe of aborig ines hitherto u nknown 
to the ethnolog ists. 
Dr. Gordon calls 
these u nknown American inhabitants 
“K u skw ag am u tes.” 
He brou g ht here 
a collection of their clothing , arms, 
u tensils, etc. 
The tribe was fou nd 
abou t 8 00 miles from the mou th of the 
Ku skokwim riv er, and they were few 
in nu mber. 
This people, Dr. Gordon 
say s, came of Athabascan stock, bu t 
hav e been conqu ered by the Eskimos 
and hav e alm ost been obsorbed by 
them. 
They retain many of the an­ 
cient characteristics in speech and 
dress. 
Instead of wearing fu rs like 
the Eskimos, they m ake the skins of 
loons and other g reat birds into robes 
for clothing .

“For gpod results with geese y ou 
must h ave good breeding stock. Th e 
gander sh ould be two y ears old, match ­ 
ed with two geese not y ounger th an 
two y ears. Th ey can be six y ears old 
and h ave good results, for th e older 
th e geese are th e better breeders th ey 
make, but th e ganders are not profita­ 
ble to keep wh en th ey are over five 
y ears old. Care sh ould be taken not to 
j let th em get too fat during th e winter, 
for if th ey are th e eggs will not be 
fertile. Th ey do not req uire a very 
, warm place. In fact, th ey do better to 
sh ift for th ejnselves a greater part of 


j th e time. I turn mine in th e y ard with 
; th e stock, and th ey are id a better con- 


i dition for use In th e spring, and I 
h ave better luck with th e goslings, 
i Th ey sh ould l>egia to lay th e middle of 
March . If I wish th e geese to keep on 
lay ing I set th e eggs under h ens, but 
set one goose at th e same time If I 
wish , but If not I raise th em very 
nicely with th e h en. Th en th ey can be 
made to lay two or th ree litters of 
eggs. I know of forty goslings being 
raised from two geese th is y ear. Th ey 
were pastured like cattle and were 
very little trouble to th e owner after 
starting th em to growing. Wh en th e 
goslings h atch leave th em in th e nest 
until strong. If th e h en is kind and 
not restless th ey do much better th an 
to take th em out of th e nest and wrap 
th em in flannel, but I h ave taken th em 
! out of th e nest and h ad good success 
with th em. Wh en th e goslings are all 
out and are strong, if it is warm and 
dry I take th em to a grassy spot 
wh ere I h ave built a y ard, or runway , 
and put th em in a coop if I put th em 
with a h en; if with th e goose I put h er 
down in th e y ard, and I feed th e old 
goose, but I do not feed th e goslings 
for th irty -six h ours. 
For th eir feed I 
give th em a little oatmeal sprinkled on 
th eir backs. By sprinkling it on th eir 
backs I can easily teach th em to eat. 
Th ey are very little trouble after th at. 
I keep th em in th e y ard for th ree or 
four day s and th en turn th em out to 
go wh ere th ey wish , giving th em plen 
ty of fresh water to drink and turning 
th em in a sh eltered place at nigh t and 
alway s getting th em under cover wh en 
It rains, for a h ard rain will kill gos­ 
lings. 
Th ey are not subject to dis­ 
ease of any kind, and one can just see 
th em grow every day .

Dampness in a h enh ouse is caused 
primarily by 
warm air taking up 
moisture by evaporation and h aving 
th e moisture condensed (sq ueezed out) 
by liecoming cold. 
Moisture occurs in 
a h enh ouse from th e breath of fowls, 
from th e droppings and th e water 
pans. 
If th e h ouse is open, th is air 
laden with th e moisture can pass out 
readily , so th at th e air with in is as 
dry as th e air with out. 
If th e air Is 
closely confined in a tigh t h ouse, con­ 
densation takes place inside th e h ouse. 
If th e h ouse were as tigh t 011 th e 
front as It is on th e oth er sides, top 
and ends, and with out ventilation, th e 
air would become warmer, th ereby ab­ 
sorbing more moisture, wh ich , wh en 
th e outside walls become cold, would 
condense th e moisture by coming in 
contact 
with 
th e 
cold 
walls. 
Th e 
moisture wh en condensed out of th e 
air makes th e litter and walls damp, 
and we say th at th e h ouse “sweats.” 
Wh enever th is moisture is again taken 
into th e air th e h ouse is made cold by 
th e process of evaporation. 
Th at is 
one reason wh y a damp h ouse is a cold 
h ouse. 


Temperature 
of 
Henhouses. 
It is as important th at th e h enh ouse 
be kept cool in summer as it is th at it 
sh all be warm in winter. It is a com­ 
mon fault In h enh ouse construction to 
overlook th e importance of providing 
for th e free circulation of air, particu­ 
larly th e escaping of warm air, wh ich 
accumulates in th e h igh er parts of th e 
h ouse. In order to overcome th is de­ 
fect in a measure an opening is pro­ 
vided above th e windows wh ere a door 
h ung at th e top swings out, sh ading 
th e opening so th at th e sun cannot 
sh ine in and permitting tbe warm air 
wh ich accumulates at th e h igh est por­ 
tion of th e roof to pass out freely .

HE fact that Fitz Is sitting—or 
standing—for his statu e in vir­ 
gin marble shou ld not mak e 
Michael Angelo tu rn over in his 
tomb and throw fits. 
According to 
Scu lptor Gu tzon Borglu m. Fitz is a fit 
su bject for the scu lptor’s su premest 
art. 
Mr. Borglu m proposes forthwith 
to perpetu ate Fitz as a type of the fin­ 
est fighting man of the present age, so 
that when this cou ntry shall have been 
relegated to the mu stiness of ancient 
days ou r su ccessors of the fiftieth cen­ 
tu ry may visit the mu seu m of antiqu i­ 
ties in which the Borglu m marble shall 
repose, to gaze in awe u pon the “clas­ 
sic" featu res and form, of “Robert 
Fitzsimmons, Pu gilist, Late Nineteenth 
and Early Twentieth Centu ry." 
Well, why not? 
Fhidias carved some figu res not half 
so pretty as Fitz. 
Michael Angelo’s 
taste ran largely to angels. 
Mr. Bor 
glu m, it will be remembered, created 
some angels for the Chu rch of St. John 
the Divine, bu t destroyed them with 
his hammer when some of the chu rch 
people denied that female angels exist, 
the Borglu m creations being females. 
Now this scu lptor has set abou t doing 
a tru ly mascu line statu e, non-angelic, 
and he will tru st his fame to his figu re 
of Fitz. 
“I regard Mr. Fitzsimmons," says 
Mr. Borglu m, “as su perior in the fight­ 
ing sense to any living man—the great­ 
est ‘fighting’ su bject for a scu lptor that 


of the ancient gladiator of whom the 
schoolboys of the past generation were 
wont to declaim, Fitz almost may say 
that he has met in the arena every 
shape of man or beast that the broad 
empire of America can fu rnish and has 
never j’et lowered his arms. 


Followed Fighting Seriously. 


Fitz has followed his profession se­ 
riou sly. 
For him prize fighting has 
been a bu siness. 
He did not enter 
that line of indu stry as a mere diver- 
tlsement, to pass away the time, nor 
yet to gain the lau rels of championship 
merely for the sak e of the lau rels. 
Fitz discovered that he was, as Mr. 
Borglu m remark s, “bu ilt for battle." 
It was bu t natu ral, then, that he de­ 
vote his life to battle so long as his 
battling powers endu red, and that is 
exactly what this man did. 
Lik e General GraLt, however, Fitz 
did not k now he was a great fighter at 
first. 
He learned the black smithing 
trade and became an adept at shoeing 
horses. 
That was his chief du ty in 
the smithy, and it is said that he is 
still prou d of his prowess as a horse- 
shoer. 
By the way, while we are 
abou t it we may as well mention that 
Fitz is the champion horseshoer of the 
world, so far as mak ing horseshoes 
goes. 
He won the championship in 
Pittsbu rg a few’ years ago by mak ing 
thirty-six horseshoes in thirty-five min­ 
u tes. 


Practically Like a Road M achine and 
of Great U tility on the Farm. 
The gasoline propelled au tomobile 
now helps the farmer till the soil. Of 
cou rse it is not ju st lik e the car that 
traverses the bou levard, bu t it is pro­ 
pelled by a motor, and its mechan­ 
ical devices are the same as those u sed 
in the ru nabou t and the racer, says a 
Meade (Kan.) dispatch to the New 
York Herald. 
It remained for a Kansas man to 
invent this machine that saves labor 
both for the farmer and his beasts. 
Work ing qu ietly on his farm near 
Meade, Kan., the center of the won­ 
derfu l artesian valley and one of the 
most thriving towns along the Rock 
Island-Frisco system, Ansel 
S. Wysong 
evolved the idea of a motor to do the 
wrork of his horses. As he sat u pon his 
gang plow and tu rned the virgin sod 
of his new acres he thou ght u p the ma­ 
chine that he says is destined to eman­ 
cipate the farmer from many of the ills 
with which he heretofore has had to 
stru ggle. 
nis fou r horses had hard work drag­ 
ging the two gang plows along, and he 
decided that the application of a gaso­ 
line motor wou ld give him three times 
as mu ch power or more. 
As a resu lt 
he set abou t the task of inventing 
something to do the heavy pu lling. 
One merit pointed ou t in the machine 
is Its perfection. 
Unlik e the inven­ 
tions of the past, here seems to be the 
correct thing at the very ou tset. 
The new au totractor has many points 
of great merit. 
In reality it Is a cocq- 
bination of the traction engine and 
gasoline motor. Bu t it is mu ch lighter 
than the old engine, which had to carry 
hu ge timbers as protection for cou ntry 
bridges. 
The car now In u se weighs 
only 4,100 pou nds and Is of thirty 
horsepower. It may be ru n with gaso­ 
line, alcohol or k erosene. 
It has two 
speeds, the low one for u se In the field 
and the higher one for the road. 
It 
moves across Meade cou nty sod, the 
tou ghest to be fou nd, pu lling gang 
plows that tu rn six fu rrow’s at a time, 
and it is done so easily that effort is 
not noticeable. 
When the time comes to hau l the 
wheat crop to mark et a train of wagons 
is hitched behind the au totractor and 
hau led down the road at the rate of 
six miles an hou r. 
When doing none 
of the movable class of work the ma­ 
chine may be stak ed down and be 
made to ru n any machine on the farm. 
Its list has been made to inclu de ev­ 
erything from the chu rn to the steam 
pu mp. 
And right here is where the 
hou sek eeper is relieved of mu ch of 
her dru dgery by the application of the 
new invention. 


Gray Shires 
For America. 


It is interesting to notice that gray 
draft horses are mu ch more lik ely tc 
attract American and Canadian bu y 
ers than those of any other color, and 
as the Shire breed has produ ced some 
famou s animals of this color there 
are natu rally you ng descendants com 
ing on, and one wonders whether it 
wou ld not be a good strok e of bu s! 
ness for a few breeders of Shires with 
gray mares to mate thOm with stal- 
Hons of lik e hu e in order to produ ce 
the favorite color for the States and 
Canada, says the London Live Stock 
Jou rnal. 
It is certain that a smart 
wearing class of Shire wou ld be a 
match for the Percherons on the west 
ern wheat farms, where a combina­ 
tion of weight and activity is needed 
That there is a demand for gray stal 
lions, u pstanding, smart and with flat 
flinty bone, which will stand the idle­ 
ness of a Canadian winter. Is certain 
and 
u nqu estionably 
British 
horse 
breeders have the material for produ c­ 
ing them. 
It is well k nown that Lin 
colnshire Lad 
II., 13 05 , was a gray, 
and he left qu ite a nu mber of descend 
ants of that color when he died at a 
good old age. 
Iron Chancellor’s dam 
was by him, and this horse probably 
sired more grays than those of any 
other color. 


Great Sh ow Team of Grays. 
The Armou r gray team is retu rning 
to its native land after what was per­ 
haps the most su ccessfu l visit to a 
foreign cou ntry ever made by show 
horses.

"Then, too," goes

scu lptor, “Fitzsimmons’ body is bu ilt 
for battle. His shou lders are far apart, 
and his chest is tremendou s. 
His 
arms, too, show’ that he Is a man of 
battle. Tak en in its entirety, the form 
of this gladiator mu tely spells ‘fight/ " 
With which statement variou s other 
gladiators of the age will agree with­ 
ou t fu rther comment—Jim Corbett, for 
Instance, and Tom Shark ey and George 
Gardner, to mention only a trio of the 
victims of the Fitz mitts in later years. 
Even Jim Jeffries will not dissent, for, 
thou gh he whipped Fitz twice, he has 
declared that Fitz gave him the worst 
beating he ever received in the ring. 
Jeffries, by the w’ay, is the only man 
w’ho ever whipped Fitzsimmons u p to 
three years ago, when the Borglu m 
gladiator had reached the age of for­ 
ty-two and had fou ght 304 battles in a 
ring career of twenty-seven years. 
All su ggestion of levity aside, this 
man Fitzsimmons Is a physical won­ 
der, and nobody will seriou sly object 
to his perpetu ation in marble. I 
11 the 
essential respects Bob Fitzsimmons is 
the most remark able pu gilist that ever 
lived. There are pu gilists and pu gil­ 
ists. Lik e poets, they arise, aspire, ex­ 
pire and become has-beens. Bu t here 
is one who has reached the ripe old 


Bu t Ills lordliest renown rests u pon 
the fact that he has won and held 
three world’s championships as a pu ­ 
gilist, thu s break ing the record. 
The 
middleweight championship he won so 
many years ago that he has forgotten 
the date. 
The heavyweight champion­ 
ship fell to him ten years ago at Car­ 
son City, Nev., when he k nock ed ou t 
Jim Corbett in the fou rteenth rou nd 
by obeying the then Mrs. Fitz’s orders 
to “soak ’im in the slats," delivering 
the w’orld famed solar plexu s plu nk 
that made Corbett a has-been. Then, 
in his forty-first year, this aged gladia­ 
tor w’on the light heavyweight cham­ 
pionship of the world by defeating 
George Gardner. 
When yon reflect that Fitz is not a 
heavyweight at all and never was, 
lack ing enou gh pou nds to be, his per­ 
formances tak e on a new' significance. 
He has gone ou t of his class repeated­ 
ly and walloped bigger men to a stand­ 
still, or, rather, to a lay down. 
That 
is a part of the reason why Fitz is a 
fighting wonder. 
When he defeated 
Corbett he weighed in at loG1*» pou nds 
against his opponent’s 187 pou nds. 
Fitz ¥ ever was really a “big man." 
He is big in the premises where big­ 
ness is essential to fist fighting, bu t 
not big all over lik e Corbett, Jeffries 
and John L. Su llivan. 
Perhaps the 
fittest description of the personal ap­ 
pearance of Fitz, thou gh it is a trifle 
fantastic, is fu rnished by a man who 
saw him walk ing u p the street one 
day: 
“Fitz look s lik e a triangle standing 
on its apex."

B u rb a n k ’s 
Spineless 
Cactus 
a 
Good 
Food For M a n and Beast. 
The latest and one of the greatest 
achievements of the geniu s and pa­ 
tient work of Lu ther Bu rbank is the 
spineless cactu s or opu ntla, says the 
San Francisco Chronicle. Bu rbank has 
sent a case of these spineless opu ntias 
to the California state board of trade, 
where It has been placed on exhibition 
w ith the Sonoma cou nty display. 
These specimens show' the cactu s 
leaves in all the stages of evolu tion 
from the wild plant fu ll of thorns to 
the thornless leaf fou r times as large 
and heavy. 
It thrives well on the 
desert or ou absolu tely barren grou nd, 
where nothing else w ill grow. 
In the evolu tion of the plant the 
percentage of water has been dimin­ 
ished and the percentages of fiber, 
starch and fat largely increased. Anal­ 
ysis made by Professor M. E. Jaffa of 
the state u niversity shows the Chico 
cpu ntia to contain: Water, 92.74; ash. 
1.08; protein, 0.58; cru de fiber, 0.75; 
starch, 4.00; fat. 0.19. 
The plants are u sed for hedges or 
fences and for ornaments. The leaves 
fu rnish food for all k inds of stock . In­ 
clu ding pou ltry. The fat you ng leaves 
mak e excellent pick les and are good 
food when fried lik e eggplant. 
They 
are also u sed as greens and produ ce a 
sweetmeat similar to preserved citron. 
The abu ndant mu cilaginou s ju ice from 
the fru it and leaves is mixed with 
whitewash to mak e it lasting when 
exposed to the weather. The leaves 
are admirably adapted for pou ltices 
au d as a su bstitu te for hot water 
bags. 
The fresh fru it of the improved va­ 
riety is u niqu e in shape and color, su ­ 
perior to the banana in flavor and is 
u su ally sold at the same price as or­ 
anges and can be produ ced at one-half 
the expense of produ cing oranges, 
apricots, grapes, plu ms or peaches, and 
there is never a failu re in the crop, 
which can be shipped as safely as 
other decidu ou s fru its. The ju ice from 
the fru it of the crimson variety is 
u sed for coloring ices, jelly and con­ 
fectionery.

There appears to be a misunder­ 
standing of the law governing thè con 
doct oC drivers of horse propelled - 
vehicles on the roads as contemplated 


I by the new law governing the opera­ 
tion of automobiles. 
The driver of au 
automobile, 
when coming up to a 
team, either in front or from behind, 
is required to give half the roadway . 
The driver of the horse vehicle is also 
required to give half the road. 
If 
either fails to do so he can be fined $50 
for neglecting to comply with the law 
and in addition can be held to pay tor 
damages if any are caused through 
such negligence or carlessness. 
The law requires the driver of an 
auto to signal with his horn when 
coming up behind a rig ani upon 
such signal the driver must give the 
driver of the motor car half of the 
roadway . 
However, both should be 
generous andi whenever possible they 
should drive as far to the side of the 
road as possible with safety 
If auto 
drivers and horse vehicle drivers will 
both treat each other 
fairly , there 
will be little trouble from horses be 
coming frightened. 
An automobile driver who disre­ 
gards the law on the road ought to be 
arrested and fined, and the drive* of 
a horse vehicle who ^sullenly keeps all 
the road when he could handily obey 
the law and lay over, is just as much 
of a law violator. 
Automobiles have come to stay and 
the owner of an auto ought to ex ercise 
good sense and be fair—so org' t tne 
driver of a horse and buggy . 
Why 
not have a friendly understanding and 
let all obey the law and even be more 
generous than the law requires when­ 
ever posisble? In this way all troub’e 
can be avoided.
